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PREFACE. 


HE Hair is certainly one of the 
| greateſt exterior ornaments which 
Nature hath beſtowed on the human 


ſpecies: it ſeems ſomewhat ſtrange 
therefore, that no publication hath ever 


appeared, in this, or perhaps in any 
other country, to direct the manage- 
ment and preſervation of it. 
The want of ſuch a ſtandard, 
the injury done to many a fine head of 
hair through the ignorance of ſome 
_ practitioners, are the motives which in- 
duced me to undertake the following 


Treatiſe; in which I have ventured to 


lay down ſuch rules as my experience 
hath taught me to prefer, being care- 
ful at the ſame time to advance no- 


thing as fact but wh at I know tobe 
ſuch,

ſuch. What I have hazarded on con- 
jecture may in ſome inſtances Tang: 
but if any better proficient ſhould 
hereby excited to rectify my errors, or 
preſent the world with a more accept- 
able performance on the ſubject; in the 
former caſe I ſhall ſubmit with pleaſure, 
and in the latter ſhall feel ſome ſatis- 
faction that thepublick is any ways be- 
nefited through my means. 
For defects in ſtyle, language, Kc. 1 

make no apology: theſe will be can- 
didly overlooked in his writings who 
diſclaims all pretenſions to learning, 
and whoſe ambition in this attempt is 
only to contribute, according to the beſt 
of his ability, to the advancement of 

knowledge in the art he profeſſes. 
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Near great improvements have 
5 been made, both i in anatomy and 
. phylic, ſince the diſcovery of the cir- 
culation of the blood, yet all modern : 
authors have been filent concerning the 
nature and firſt cauſe of the hair. The 


antient philoſophers, particularly Plato, 


Ariſtotle, and Galen, agree, that it is in- 
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ſeparably connedcderith the vital œco- 


nomy and firſt formation, being a kind 


of excrement, or obnoxious fluid, which 


the heat of the brain ſends forth in ſmall 


particles in time of its nouriſhment ; and 
thoſe particles, or hairs, are afterwards 
nouriſhed or deſtroyed i in proportion to 


the quantity of juices, or exceſs of heat, 


in the brain; for ſometimes, by a great 
fire there, they will be all waſted and 


conſumed, and fo the matter ceaſe 
whereof they were produced ; which is 
the cauſe of baldneſs: therefore thoſe of 
a moderate temperature have the thickeſt 
and beſt hair; conſequently you will 


rarely ſee a woman bald. The heat of 


the brain cauſes an impulſe; and the 


ſmall and tender fibres of the roots, being 


under the ſkin, imbibe from the moiſ- 


ture of the head j juice fit for its nouriſh- 


ment:

ment: this is conveyed through the hair 
by a ſmall and almoſt imperceptible 
tube, and from thence, by the grain or 
bark, returns again to the root; ſo that 


there is in hair a circulation of the vi- 


tal liquor; and by the heat expanding, 


and the cold contracting theſe little 
tubes, (ſuppoſing there be valves in them) 


it may be conceived how the circulation 


is performed. That it hath a grain, or -- 


bark, may be known by trying a quan- 


tity of hairs held promiſcuouſly between 


the finger and thumb; by working of 
which to and fro every hair will move 


quickly towards its root 


Many things relating to the hair ft ſtill 


remain unexplained; as why one child 


ſhall be born with black, another (of 


the ſame _ parents) with red hair, and 


both turn grey at twenty; i while a third 
Ba - Natl 
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ſhall have brown, and that retain its 
colour till fourſcore; why ſome have 
a high, others a low, one a regular, 
another an irregular forehead ; with ma- 
ny more incidents, which I will not 
take upon me to reſolve, my intention 
being to lay down ſuch rules for the 
preſervation and management of the 
hair, as by experience I have found 
uſeful.

LATO ſcems poſitive, that the 
hair of our firſt parent was red, 
(as is very evident from the name 
Alon, which was given him, and

material: however, from the ſtatues and 


pictures ſtill preſerved, it appears the 
antients did not neglect that ornament 
of the body. The ladies of the differ - 
ent nations of the Eaſt dreſſed the hair 
much in the ſame manner as lady Mary 


Wortly Montague hath deſcribed the 


fair Fattima's: but the men in every 
country differed; which was probably 


to diſtinguiſh them in war; for we are 


informed, that in the Punic wars Scipio 


with his Romans wore the hair hang= 
ing down the back, while Hannibal 
and his Africans were boxed up like our 


horſe- grenadiers. Be that as it may, N 


it is certain theirfaſhions were very dif- 


ferent from the modern. 


By the pictures in Verſailles, and other 


palaces i in F Face, there ſeems to have 


been 
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a 
been little variety in dreſſing the hair 


from the time of Charlemagne to Lewis 
XI. The men's are moſtly drawn like 
his preſent Majeſty's when he goes to 
parliament ; and the ladies, not unlike 


that of Mary queen of Scots in Hamp- 


ton - Court; but it was not till the age 
of Lewis the XIVth that they arrived 
at that meridian of grandeur in dreſs, 


for which they have ever ſince been 


famous. Starch had been uſed to 
clean the hair; but Madam Monte- 


ſpan had it ground into powder, and 
wore it in full dreſs. The improve- 
ment vras great, and the faſhion was 
2dopted by the whole court. 
he Engliſh, in this reſpect, had been 


rather flovenly, and always rejected, 


with a kind of obſtinacy, any faſhion 


which came from abroad. Cha ries 
Steuart, 
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* 
Steuart, who was one of the politeſt 
and beſt- bred men of his time, had been, 


during his exile, to and fro at the 


French court, where he adopted the 


faſhions and manners of this elegant 


people. He was about this time recalled, 


and determined to introduce them into 


his own kingdom. To metamorphoſe 


the body, it was proper to begin with 


the head. He was the firſt that ever 


| wore a peruke in England. Sir Ed- 
ward Hyde, being made lord chancel- 
lor, took his ſeat in Weſtminſter Hall, 


dreſſed in a large full- bottom: his pre- 


ſence excited awe and amazement; 
whilſt the other judges looked like ſo 

many old women. The king ordered 
them to wear perukes, like the chan- 
| cellor' s; and the counſellors, to dreſs 1n 
| full ties; which cuſtom hath been ſtrictly

kept up to this day. Duke Lauder- 
dale introduced the ſame faſhion in the 
courts of juſtice and ſeſſion in Scotland, 
and it ſoon afterwards reached Ireland. 
The prime of our nobility, who had 


followed theking's fortune, now return- 


ed and dreſſed after his example, as did 
preſentiy all ranks throughout the na- 
tion, from the prince to the trader. The 
ladies were not behind: all ſtrove to 
dutvie each other in imitation of the 
queen, the princeſs royal, or the dutch- 
efſes of York, Clevlandand Portſmouth: 
thus, from their example, was made 
ſuch an alteration in the habits and 
manners of the people, as can hardly be 
believed; and it may be truly ſaid, 
that to this prince are the Engliſh indebt-

ed for their faſhions, taſte and elegance,

| Notwithſtanding there never was any 


particular faſhion, or ſtandard, for dreſſ- 


ing the hair, in this, or I believe in 


any other country, (for countries differ 


no leſs in this reſpect than in their cli- 


mate or their language) ; yet, by the 
laws of dreſs, they are all in the right, 


for every woman of faſhion ought indiſ- 
| putably to enjoy the liberty of pleaſing 
her own fancy. However, though 
| there are none who aſſume a right of 


dictating, yet there | 18 always a ſelect 


party of women of quality and faſhion, 
who, poſſefling great advantages of per 


ſon, with a refined taſte in dreſs, are at 


court, and other places, more par ticularly 
taken notice of theſe are they who give 
law in dreſs, and lead the fahions. 
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They are careful to obſerve a certain 

union and confiſtence between one part 

and the other, that it may become the 
features ; and at the ſame time, not ſo 
much on the extreme, as to make any 
part of their dreſs appear inferior, or to 
a a diſadvantage.

ing, are, That powder and the other 
requiſites cauſe the hair to turn grey ;

With reſpect to the former 1 may 
affirm, that powder, unleſs it be adul- 
terated, cannot change the colour. It 
is indeed matter of doubt, whether 
any chemical or other production can 


turn it grey, either when growing, or 


after it is cut off. This proceeds from 
ſome cauſe hitherto unknown; and till 


the cauſe be diſcovered, in vain we 
ſhall endeavour to prevent the effe&. 
It is very probable that grey hairs 


| were as numerous ſome centuries ago, 


before either powder or hair- dreſſing 


were in uſe, as they are at preſent. 


Though they generally denote old- 


| age, yet they are frequent at twenty : 
and the change is often obſerved to take 
| place after ſickneſs, or violent head- 
: achs : this ſome impute to a want of 
: moifture ; which may be readily ad- 
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mitted, as ſuch hair is generally of a 


dry conſiſtence, and requires a more 


than ordinary quantity of pomatum to 
retain the powder. 


With regard to the other objection, 


If the hair be ſcorched, it muſt ariſe 
from negligence, in not trying the irons 


on white paper before they are 9 


to the hair. 
Fri rizzing indeed takes off the gloſs: 


: but this defect, it is preſumed, is am- 
: ply compenſated by the advantage it 
gives in concurring, in the article of 


dreſs, with the prevailing faſhions, and 


in adorning the perſon, to which 2 


graceful appearance c of the hair ſo great 


uy conduces. 


Upon the whole, 1 is evident that 


5 dreſſing 1 is of great benefit to the hair; 


for the pomatum and powder nouriſh 
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it; frizzing expands, and gives it a 
larger body; and while it remains in 
| dreſs it hath reſt at the roots, which 


faves large quantities that would fall off 
by frequent combing: yet it is very 
detrimental to let it remain long with- 


out being refreſhed ; for the lacquer of 


the pins, and the powder, gathering in 


lumps, are apt to make it tear off in the 
combing out. 


_ Likewiſe, perſpiration, the moiſture 


of the hair, and its being long confined 


from the air, may occaſion effluvia ra-

"HE hair-drefſer ought to be tho- 


roughly verſed in phyſiognomy 7 


and muſt have a particular regard to 
the complexion and features of thoſe 
he 18 employed to dreſs, that he may

the face.

"HIS method of wearing the hair, |

in the morning rub a little pomatum

"0 o Children. 


TT is not neceſſary to cut the hair 
of infants before they are a year old: 


nor ſhould the ſcales and ſcurf which 


are apt to gather at the roots of it be 

combed or ſcraped off; for I have often 
found, that thoſe who have been ſo uſed 
: (out of a miſtaken notion of cleanli- 


neſs) have thin ſtraggling hair. 


The beſt method of cleaning the head 


is to dip a linen cloth in a little ſoft 
| pomatum, or hogs-lard and ſweet oil 
beat up together: rub it over the child' 8 
: head, and wipe it off with a piece of 
dry flannel; then throw a little hair- 
; powder « over it, which prevents heat- 


ting, 
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ing, cleans 6 ſkin, and rourtthes tlie 


hair. 
When it is about two inches long, if 


| is proper to cut it within half an inch 
of the head, and every month or ſix 
weeks after, (according to its growth)
